Thoso who hnve no time (or WenclPll L, 
Wlllkle will .say ttint lie wllliclruw as a cari- 
dldnCe lor the Republican nomlnntlon for 
president because he had no alWrnatlve after 
the results of the WisconNln primary. 

We are Inclined to believe, however, that 
he quit the race because he Is a practical In- 
dividual who is honest with himself. Under 
the eamc circumstances, eome politicians 
would ride It through to the end In spite ol 
hell and hlgli water. Wlllkle, realizing that 
tho odds were against him, stepped out of the 
picture with good grace, oven though he could 
have gone oliead anri mustered strength that 
still would have worried Republican leaders 
at the Chicago convention. 

There Is no point In lamenting Mr. WUlkle's 
withdrawal, but he deserves credit lor dem- 
onstrating that he's a good loser. Ho deserves 
credit, too, (or being one of the few leading 
Republicans who have deigned to make their 
political policies generally luiown. 

If Mr. Wlllkle'3 action re.tults In putting a 
stop to all the wrangling among the Repub. 
llcana, that will be something In Itself. And 
If Mr. Dewey, for whom the bandwagon ap. 
pears to have started Tolling, will now break 
Ills Bphlnx-like silence and let the people 
know where he stands, Mr. WlUkle's with- 
drawal win have had another welcome re- 
sult. 

One thing we predict is that WlUkla will 
not alt around and sulk. Although he has 
been branded as a maverick In politics, wo 
doubt that even the hlgher-up Ecpubllcans 
have any lear that he will bolt the party as a 
result of his experience In Wisconsin. 

This latest development demonstrates the 
course of things that change with the swing 
of the pendulum or public opinion. When tho 
Kepublfcans didn't have a prayer, AJf Landon 
Offered himself as a sacrifice. Wlllkle follow, 
cd In turn by dodging barrages of eggs and 
vegetables. And now things ore looking 
rosier. 

But as Wlllkle walks off the stage us a lead- 
ing contender, most likely to support Dewey 
- in his forthcoming campaign, ho should not 
be dismissed loo lightly. 

The New Yorit Times which wo regard 
this country's foremost newspaper has this to 
say obout him: 

"Mr. Winkle's announcement last night of 
his withdrawal from the campaign takes out 
of the contest for the leadership of his party 
the candidate who In the Judgment of this 
newspaper has been best fitted by experience, 
by ability and by conviction for the Republi- 
can nomination for the presidency."

THE 4-F LABOR ARMY 
Congressional proposals for putting all 4' 
F's In labor battalions, which will be taken up 
after the Easter recess, make It worth while 
.iDoklns at these 4-Ffi to sec what's tho mat- 
ter with them, and what kind of & work force 
they would make. 

Selective service headquarters reports that 
as ol Jan. I there were approximately 3,437,- 
000 men between the ages of 18 and 37 classi- 
fied 4-F. Tliat Is a sizable body of men— 
nearly 45 per cent ol the strength of the en- 
tire army Itself. And conslderlnR that the 
bottom of that barrel has olready been ex- 
posed lii the search for effective manpower 
lor armed services and essential Industries, 
this Is a tempting reser^-e on which to draw. 
Also, It offers congress a convenient substi- 
tute for the Austln-Wadsworth compulsory 
Bcnflce law proposal. 

Thus far the armed aerrtces have auccess- 
tully (ought off all pressure for lowering their 
physical standards, and when you look ot the 
reasons, for the rejection of these 3,437,000 
men. It Isn't hard to see why. Broadly, there 
are three principal reasons for a man's class- 
ification as 4-F. 

Physical and mental defects account for 
2,565,400, or 74.7 per cent. 

Educational or mental deficiency. Including 
only those men who have failed to meet min- 
imum Intelligence standards from June 1, 
1943 on, account for 472,200, or 13.7 per cent. 

Manifestly dlaqualKylng defects, such as 
having only ons arm or one leg or being de- 
formed, 361,200, or 10.5 per cent, 
oth^r non-medical defects account tor 38,- 
iO. or 1.1 per cent 
i ^ 'or not wanting to 

take these i-r» into the army or navy. Once 
ttiesB men were inducted Into the services, 
the goTemment would be responsible for 
Wiem for iUe. tho same as any other veterans. 

Undersecretary Patterson recommends le- 
glalaUon making it clear that 4-F'a In labor 
unlta should not be eligible lor veterans' 
bonellta.
